Gives Figures of State Costs. 


Returning to the question of the cost of 
government during the two administra- 


tions, Governor Miller continued: 

‘‘ Now, in order thoroughly to dispose 
of this question and w say the last 
word upon it, I am going to call Mr. 
Smith’s own witness and to give some 
final and conelusive testimony upon the 
subject of State expenditures. I have 
here a financial statement of all the 
business transactions of the State, an 
official document prepared for me by the 
State Controller and signed by the State 
Mr. Smith says that as Gov- 
ernor he was helpless because of these 
elected officials and other department 
heads that were independent of him. 
Under my administration department 
heads, whether elected or appointed, 
make reports to me to let me know how 
the State Government is being adminis- 
tered, and I find no difficulty, whether 
they are Democrats or Republicans, in 
getting along with these department 
heads. 

'* Now, what are the facts of expen- 
ditures? The actual expenditures of the 
State Government the year ended June 
30, 1919, the year for which appropria- 
tions were made in 1918, the last year 
preceding Governor Smith’s administra- 
tion, to use only round figures, were 
$78,300,000. For June 30, 1920, the first 
fiscal year for -which appropriations 
were made under hig administration, 
they were $91,900,060, an increase of 
$15,600,000. ‘ 

The next year, the year ended June 
30, 1921, for which appropriations were 
made the last year of his administra- 
tion, they were $135,600,000, and I say 
they would have been more if a new 
spirit had not been infused in the pub- 
lic administration on the ist af January 
of that year. That is an increase in ac- 
tual expenditures about which there is 
no pgarny 4 | of juggling in two years, 
of $57,300,000. 

“The actual expenditures the next 
year—that is, the first year of this ad- 
ministration—were $126,600,000, a reduc- 
tion of $9,000,000 as compared with his 
last year. 

“He admits that we abolished the di- 
rect tax, but he says we took it out of 
surplus, and he says, anyhow, it was an 
accident, because of a decision of the 
Court of Appeals. 

‘‘Now, let us see what was the actual 
amount of the poner taken from the 
taxpayers’ pockets. he taxes collected 
for the year ended June 30, 1919, were 
$79,800,000; for the year ended June 30, 
1920, they were $115,500,000; for the 
year ended June 30, 1921, his last year, 
they were $147,300,000. The taxes col- 
lected last year to run the Government 
were $125,300,000, a reduction of $22,- 
000,000 in a single year. 

‘* Now, either we took that money out 
of surplus, as he says we did, or we 
administered the Government for that 
much less money’ He says we took it 
out of surplus. Well, the surplus on 
June 30, 1921, was $43,600,000, and on 
June 30, 1922, it was $41,200,000. We 
took out of surplus $2,400,000, to give 
exact figures, so that we administered 
the State Government in round numbers 
for $20,000,000 less than it cost to ad- 
minister the State Government under his 
last year. : 

‘‘He says whether it cost a little more 
under him or little less under me is not 
important. Twenty millions of dollars 
less in a single year does not appear to 
be unimportant. We effected that. re- 
duction by making the machinery of 
overnment work. Mr. Smith says that 
e could not make it work when he 
was Governor, that he can’t make it 
work now, and the best he could do if 
re-elected would be to continue the agi 
tation for a change in the organization 
of the State hn ade ye by constitu- 
tional amendment, the people of 
this State ‘wish to start over again the 
process of Sperenene the cost of govern- 
ment as it worked for two years under 
him while the machinery of govern- 
ment was running without a pilot?”

BY MUDANIA VICTORY 


They Realize That Backing the 
Turks Has Cost Them 
Prestige Here. 


HOPE FOR AN EARLY PEACE 


Opinion Grows That the Conference 
Must Make the Turks Understand 
That They Lost the War.

PARIS, Oct. 11.—French opinion re- 
eeives the news of the signing of the 
Mudania agreement with a great deal 
of satisfaction. But this satisfaction is 
based more on the fact that the agree- 
ment probably means an early peace 
settlement than upon claims to a great 
French diplomatic victory. 

There has been a noticeable change 
fn French opinion about the Turkish 
situation. The French Foreign Office 
gained a technical victory in the suc- 
cess of Kermal’s arms over those of the 
Greeks, backed by the British. That 
Was something for diplomats to be 
proud of, and at first the French 
generally rejoiced in their victory over 
British diplomacy: But in the past 
two or three weeks many Frenchmen 
have recalled the fact that the Turks 
fought against France in the World 
War, and they are beginning to ask 
what France is going to get out of her 
great diplomatic victory. These doubts 
are expressed by conservative papers 
like the Figaro, the Petit Parisien, the 
Echo de Paris, the Journal and the 
Petit Journal. That solid newspaper, 
the Journal des Débats, asks French- 
men not to forget, in balancing up the 
accounts, that France has lost prestige 
in the United States by backing the 
Turkish cause. Auguste writes: 

“If it is fair enough to receive with 
joy the signing of the Mudania accord, 
we must not be too joyful. The prestige 
which we are told we have acquired in 
Islamic countries is offset, unfortun- 
ately, by the discredit which we have 
gained in the United States. The re- 
entry of the Turks into Europe and the 
massacres in Smyrna, which opinion 
there generally credits to them, provoke 
fr American religious circles indigna- 
tion. which translates itself into mani- 
festations of great political importance. 
We do aot understand well enough the 
currents of religious feeling which count 
for much in America. In 1917 we bene- 
fited from one of these currents. In 
1922 we were wrong to neglect that in 
favor of the Christians of the Orient. 

“From a purely political point of view 
we see Americans detaching themselves 
more and more from Europe. They do 
mot understand our dissensions and say 
that if Europe continues quarreling “it is 
not worth while bothering with her. 
Above all, they are shocked by Franco- 
British rivalry. They blame the French 
for flirting with the Turks, as 
condemn the English for flirting with 
the Bolsheviki. 

““We may object that the Americans 
are first of all responsible for the mis- 
fortunes which they condemn. After 
the peace conference they opposed the 
,United States taking a mandate for the 
Armenians, as well as all intervention 
by their Government in Turkey. Their

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ADRIANOPLE, Oct. 10. — Americans 
have proved so effective in directing the 
evacuation of Smyrna that they will be 
asked to perform a similar service in 
East Thrace. 

G. H. Dennis of Hallowell, Me., ar- 
rived here today in behalf of the Near 


Hast Relief to report on the condition of 
Asia Minor refugees in the Adrianople 
district and the extent of the evacuation 
which is likely to result from the Mu- 
dania compact. 

The heads of the non-Moslem sects, in- 
cluding the Greek, Armenian and Bul- 
arian Bishops and the Jewish rabbi, 
ave declared that undoubtedly there 
will be a large exodus, some estimates 
placing the number as high as 400,000. 
The situation is complicated by the 
influx the last fortnight of refugees from 
Asia Minor, many of whom already have 
pushed beyond Adrianople. The Govern- 
ment is handling these refugees as if the 
question of the speedy evacuation of 
Mast Thrace had not arisen and all 
available non-military transport has been 
commandeered in their behalf. 

The general situation here is quiet, 
articularly since the arrival of the al- 
ted mission under the French Colonel 
Dufouland.

STAGGERING TO TURKS 


They Are Likely to Object to 
Paying Great Britain Alone 
£100,000,000. 3 


LONDON, Oct. 11 (Associated Press).— 
With the armistice just signed at Mu- 
dania putting an end to the warfare be- 
tween the Greeks and Turkish Nation- 
alists, plans for the conferences designed 
to bring “about a definite peace {n the 
Near East are proceeding in a less 
agitated atmosphere. Two conferences 
to this end are being arranged for, one 
to fix the general Near Eastern peace 
terms, and another to provide for neu- 
tralization of the Straits of the Darda-. 
neliles. Preparations are being made for 
both conferences by the various Govern- 
ments, as it is pointed out that the 
settlements reached at the first must 


necessarily affect the second. 
Among the matters which it is ex- 


pected will be brought up at the first 
conference, if only as preliminaries, are 
the execution of the promise given Bul- 


garia under the Treaty of Neuilly of a 
commercial outlet to the Aegean, and 
the protest already announced by the 
Greeks against Italy’s resumption of 
title to the Dodecanese Islands, 

One of the questions on which it is ex- 
pected there will be important differ- 
ences between the Turks and British is 
the cost of the British occupation .of 
Constantinopie and certain areas in Asia 
Minor since 1918. The British have kept 
careful accounts of the expenditures, 
which are regarded as an _ ultimate 
charge against Turkey. It is believed 
that the bill will run into £100,000,000, 
without regard to what claims might be 
advanced by France, which maintained 
20,000 troops in these regions for a year 
and a half. 

It has long been the contention of the 
Kemalists that the charges are injust, 
since they assert that it was possible to 
give them peace three years ago.

OWNER IS DUMFOUNDED 


Raid a Short Time Ago Revokes 
Suspension of Original De- 
cree of Court. 


The. restaurant and cabaret at Fifty- 
eighth Street and Wigth. Avenue, for 
many years known as srtelsenweber’s, 
but more recently called the Paradise, 
must close for a period of one year from 
July 6 last under an order signed yes- 
terday afternoon by Judge Martin T.

AGENTS RAID SECOND 
CELLAR WINE CACHE 


Seize 300 Cases of Champagne 
Walled in Third Street 


Warehouse. 


Acting on a ‘“‘tip’’ from Ralph A. 
Day, Federal Prohibition Director for 
New York State, general agents on-the 
staff of Zone Chief John D. Appleby 
yesterday afternoon raided the five- 
story warehouse building at 180 West 
Third Street, where, in a secret com- 
partment of the cellar, walled up on all 
four sides, 300 cases of champagne were 
found and seized. The floor just above 
the cache was weighted down with 
heavy machinery. This was removed 
and the cache entered from above. 

On the third floor the agents reported 
finding 1,000 cases of Melvale rye whis- 
ky which was protected by a legitimate 
permit which authorized Peter Franz 
and Benjamin Strumpf, owners of .the 
liquor and lessors of the building, to 


store it where it was found. Zone Chief 
Appleby said that thrs whisky had 


been previously seized by dry ageénts 
while Franz and Strumpf were whole- 
sale liquor dealers, but that they se- 


cured a return of it from the courts 
about a month ago. Chief Appleby did 
not seize this liquor again. : 

There. was a little gun play in this 
raid, Chief Appleby said, when Strumpf 
pulled a revolver on Agent Blumenthal. 
Agent Stahl was near by and grabbed 
the revolver. Strumpf afterward ex- 
plained that he thought the agents were 
hold-up mén and apologized. It was 
said that no charge will be made 
against Strumpf for displaying his re- 
volver. 

On the main and third floors of the 
building the agents reported finding 150 
barrels of sour wine which had been 
stored there by the Knickerbocker 
Warehouse Company at a time when the 
warehouse did not have sufficient room 

store all the liquors being seized by 
the Government - sleuths. This was 
taken yesterday. 

Besides the 300 cases of champagne 
found in the secret cellar, the agents 
said they found 500 gallons of aicohol 
ir ten-gallon cans on the fourth floor.

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STEAMER SAILS DRY, 
RVEN TO MEDICINE 


President Polk, Leaving for Lon- 
don, is First to Come Under 
New Liquor Regulations. 


‘TWO DROP TRIP IN PROTEST 


American Owners’ Association Says 
National Aid Is Needed’ to, 
Make Up Losses. 


The steamship President Polk of the 
United States Lines sailed yesterday 
“bone dry’ for London. -This is the 
| first “dry ship” of the American mer- 
chant marine to leave New York Harbor 
since the new dry ruiing from Washing- 
ton. According to Thomas H. Ross- 
bottom, managing director of the 
United States Lines, the President Polk 
carried not a drop of liquor of any k!ad, 
not even for medicinal purposes. He 
added that until there was a ruling from 
Washington permitting ¢he carrying of 
liquor for medicinal purposes the ships 
of the United States Lines would go 
unprepared to meet an emergency in 
which liquor is needed for sickness. 
The President Polk-on Tuesday dis- 
gorged its 4,000 bottles of whisky, gin, 
champagne ard wines, and the Jiquors 
were turned over to customs officials and 
Zone Chief John D. Appleby of the Pro- 
hibition Department. ‘Tae liqcors were 
promptly transferred to the army base 
ir. Brooklyn and stored. Yesterday the 
President Arthur yieided another 1,000 
bottles, which were taken to the army 
base. No work will be done on thé ships 
today, which will be observed as a holi- 
day, but tomorrow the customs and pro- 
hibition agents will take off what liquors 
are remaining on United States Lines 
boats in the harbor. 

Government sleuths kept a close watch 
on the members of the crew of the 
President Polk yesterday to see that 
they did not smuggle any liquors 
aboard for the use of passengers or 
crew on the outward bound trip. No 
liquor was found. Because of the arid- 
ity of the boat, agents thought prob- 
ably some of the crew would attempt 
to do a little bootlegging on their own 
account. 

Two persons canceled passage on the 
President Polk, Mr. Rossbottom said, 
because they would not travel on a dry 
ship. They appeared on the pier a 
short time before the steamer was due 
to sail and received their money back. 
The President Polk carried about 100 
passengers and it was reported on the 
pier that some of the number created 
the impression that they had provided 
for the emergency by bringing their 
own. 

During the day Zone Chief John D. 
Appleby held several conferences with 
|}owners of American ships other than 
| those owned by the Shipping Board, all 
|giving assurance of their readiness to 
co-operate heartily with the Govern- 
ment in carrying out the new ruling. 
| The American Steamship Owners’ As- 
| sociation, 11 Broadway, held a meeting 
| yesterday, after which it was announced 
| that ‘the association feels that the 
| question of meeting the situation thus 
{produced by the Attorney General's 
| opinion is one which should be left to 
the discretion of the individual com- 
panies.” , 

The statement continued: 
|. ‘In the judgment of the association, 
| however, it is a foregone\conclusion that 
| if the interpretation of the Attorney 
General is ultimately sustained, Ameri- 
| can ships will be placed at such a great 
| disadvantage with foreign ships that 
national aid must be immediately given 
|} if privately-owned American ships now 
| operating are to be maintained and the 
merchant marine and foreign trade de- 
veloped. The loss in profits to Ameri- 
can ships from the sale of liquors will 
be inconsequential, and really is not a 
substantial factor in the situation. The 
serious loss will come from the driving 
of passengers to foreign passenger ships, 
not only in the Transatlantic trades, but 
more particularly in the Transpacific, 
South and Central American and West 
Indian trades, where all ships customari- 
ly touch at intermediate foreign ports. 
| Passengers between such ports will trav- 
el on the ships of foreign lines on 
which they can obtain their customary 
j wines and other beverages.

The Directors of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey yesterday an- 
nounced a stock dividend of 400 per cent. 
on the common stock which will amount, 
in actual cash valuation on the basis of 
par for stock, to approximately $500,- 
000,000. The company purposes to in- 
crease the common stock capitalization 
from its present figure of $110,000,000 to 
$625,000,000. After providing for the 
stock dividend, there will be a balance 
of some 4,600,000 shares, which will be 
held in the treasury to meet the needs 
of the company as they arise. Letters 
were sent out to stockholders last night 
informing them of the action of the Di» 
rectors, and a _ special stockholders’ 
meeting has been called for Nov. 8 to 
act upon the resolution of the Directors 
authorizing the stock dividend. At the 
present time the company is paying a 
dividend rate of.20 per cent. on the 
par value of $25 a share, or at the rate 
of $5 a year. In the announcement to 
stockholders it is specifically stated 
that the Directors have no purpose to 
increase the aggregate amount of divi- 
dend disbursements at the present time. 

The official announcement of the stock 
dividend sent to holders of common stock 
reads as follows:

One of its 
largest subsidiaries ig the Carter Ott 
Company and likewise it controls the 
Standard Qil Company ‘of Louisiana, 
the Standard of Brazil and the Stand- 
ard of Bolivia. It has additional com- 
anies under its control which were 
nceorporated in France, Holland, 
Mexico, Denmark, Germany, Canada, 
Rumania and Italy, aside from com- 
panies which were incorporated in vari- 
ous States of this country. 

The impetus to stock dividends came 
when the United States Supreme Court 
handed down a decision that stock divi- 
dends were not taxable as income since 
they merely represented a subdivision of 
the stockholders’ interest in the com- 
pany. Until this point was settled there 
was the danger that stockholders would 
lose a large part of any disbursement 
that was made through the income tax. 
Sinee this decision was handed down, 
however, a number of Standard Oil com- 
panies have declared distributions in 
stock. The largest stock dividend ever 
distributed was one of 2,900 per cent. by 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana. 
The present distribution of 400 per cent. 
is the largest than any company has de- 
clared since 1913, when the Standard of 
New York declared a dividend of 400-per 
cent. Between the close of 1913 and the 
end of 1921 there were thirteen stock 
dividends by companies in the Standard 
OL group.

BERLIN, Oct. 11.—Attorney General 
Ebermayer summing up at Leipsic today 
asked the Political S:mreme Court to 
inflict the death penalty on Ernst Wer- 
ner Techow, but asked for what seemed 
mild sentences, ranging from six years 
to six months’ imprisonment for the 
others accused of complicity in the 
Rathenau murder plot. The trial is/| 
likely to provide a_ political scandal 
when it is over. 

It is a time-honored German journal- 
istic practice to refrain from all com- 
ment during a trial, withholding opin- 
fons until the verdict is delivered. But 
throughout the Rathenau murder trial 
there have been sensational insinuations 
that this first big trial before the newly 
created political Supreme Court under 
the law “for safeguarding the repub- 
lic *’ was not all it should be or might 


have been. The prosecution has yielded 
disappointingly little concrete material 
about the fanatical secret murder or- 
ganizations, or about the Consul organi- 
zation, or about the sinister secret ac- 
tivities of the so-called ‘‘ Deutsch Voelk- 
ische "’ anti-Semitic organizations. 
Whenever an interesting secret trail was 
hit apparently it was not followed up 
with much détermination to expose the 
whole truth. 

One got the impression that’ certain 
organs of German justice deliberately 
drew the red herring of judicial red 
tape and-legal technicalities across too 
warm trails into. secret orgnizations. |

LONDON, Oct. 11 (Associated Press} 
- A treaty of alliance between Great Brit- 


ain and Irak was signed at Bagdad yes- 
terday by the British Commissioner, Sir 
‘ Percy Cox, and the Irak Premier, Sir 
Saiyid Abdurrahaman. 

Under the treaty, which consists of 
‘eighteen clauses, King Feisal agrees to 
be guided by the advice of King George 
on international and financial obliga- 
tions and intérests for the whole pe- 
riod of the treaty, which will remain in 
force for taventy years, such. support 
and assistance to the armed forces of 
the King of Irak as may be. hecessary 
to be provided by Great Britain. 

No gazetted official of other than Irak 
nationality shall be appointed in Irak 
without the concurrence of the British 
King. The organic law which King 
Feisal agrees to frame for preséntation 
to the constituent assembly of Irak shall 
insure to all complete freedom of con- 
science and free exercise of all forms 
of worship, religion and language. 

Sir Percy Cox, on signing the treaty, 
said that the British Government would 
do its utmost to insure speedy delimita- 
tion of the frontiers and the admission 
6f Irak to the League of Nations, as 
soon as a stable Government was. estab- 
lished, this being, in the opinion of the 
British Government, the only means by 
which mandatory, relations can be le- 
gally terminated. 

The treaty provides that no territory 
in Irak shall be ceded or leased to any 
foreign power and also that there shall 
be no discrimination against the na- 
tionals of any state belonging to the

WAGE ADVANCE REFUSED 





Board of Estimate Also Acts Ad- 
versely on Request of Night 
School Teachers. 





Mayor Hylan yesterday charged some 
of the city’s fire-fighters with sleeping 
too much and certain night school teach- 
ers with padding their classes to justify 
their. existence. The Mayor made his 
charges at a hearing before the Board 
of Estimate, which denied the requests 
of the fire-fighters and night school 
teachers for salary increases. 

Many of the existing night school 
classes would be struck out of existence 
as not worth while, the Mayor said, 
except for the fact that the school teach- 
ers borrow pupils from other classes or 
entice them by cake and ice cream in 
order to swell the roll-call - of their 
classes on the nights when the inspec- 
tors of the Board of Education come 
around. 

The Mayor threatened to have the del- 
egates of the firemen thrown out of the 
room for their insistence on the demand 
for an increase from $2,280 to $2,500 for 
first-grade firemen. 

The Mayor's criticisms as to sleeping 
on duty were leveled at the first-grade 
firemen who are engaged not only in 
fighting fires, but in inspecting thea- 
tres, factories and other public bulld- 
ings and in lecturing on fire prevention. 
The Mayor asserted that there were 
beds for the first-grade firemen in some 
of the station houses and that some of 
them slept while on night duty. 

‘*I will see that those beds come out,”’ 
gaid the Mayor, pounding the table. 
**T’ll see whether they will sleep while 
the taxpayers pay them to work.”’ 

Albert E. Guinness, President of the 
¥Firemen’s Association said that maar 
of the prisoners on Hart's Island had 
better beds and quarters than the New 
York firemen. 

The firemen’s representative said that | 
he was the authorized spokesman of the | 
firemen and that he had a _ petition 


eigned by 4,300 firemen to present. 

**Don't keep on kidding these fire- 
men,’’ said the Mayor. 

“I’m not kidding them,” said Guin- 
ness. ‘‘ Only this morning I was chosen 
by acclamation to succeed myself as 
their President for the sixth consecutive 
time.’ 

“Then you have not only fooled them 
this«time, but you have been fooling 
them right along,”’ said ‘the Mayor. 

*You can’t get this increase and you 
know it. You're trying to embarrass this | 
Administration.’ 

Controller Craig, referring to the state- | 
ment that some of the firemen slept 
while supposedly on duty, asked: 

“What do the amen do. that don’t | 
sleep; do they shoot craps?”’ 

Hearing some discontented mutterings | 
from the audie nce, the Mayor bee koned 
to policemen on duty in the hal] and 
said: 

“ Officers, see. that the first person 
who disturbs this meeting goes out.’’ 

An appeal for the polfeenien was then 
made by Joseph Moran, President of 
the Policemen’s Benevolent .Assoctation, 
who sought an advanee identical with 
that asked by ‘the-firensen. His appeal 
Was rejected. 


LINDENFELD ARRESTED 
ONCE MORE IN WARSAW 





Alleged Acsriapliceia’ in Wall Street |} 


Explosion Is Held in Pass- 
ports F raud. 


WARSAW, Oct. 11.—Wolfe Linden- 
feld, who was arrested last year in con- 
nection with the great Wall Street ex- 
plosion in New York City and who was 
Tecently released on bail here, has been 
rearrested on a charge of obtaining $800 
from various persons for whom he prom- 
ised to get American passport visés. 


Lindenfeld, also known as William 
. Linde, when arrested in Warsaw last 
year was said to have given the names 
of the ringleaders in the Wall Street 
bomb explosion of 1920, but to have de- 
clined to tell his whereabouts at the 
time. A dispatch from Warsaw on June 
35 announced the arrival there of Detec- 
tive Sergeant Wood of the New York 
Eetice, who, it was stated, had been 

oaned to the Department. of Justice at 
Washington to go to Poland*and bring 
back Lindenfeld. 

The dispatch added that bail was re- 
fused to Lindénfeld, and the charges in 
connection with the Wall Street explo- 
sion had been suspended, but that the 
prisoner would be held on new allega- 
tions of blackmail and extortion. The 
recent release was probably connected 
With these charges.

JFEARS INFLUENCE OF ALIENS 


New Jersey Mechanics’ Order Also 
Condemns Ten Histories.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Oct. 11.— 
**If we do not Americanize the aliens 
the alicns will Europeanize us and over- 
whelm us by the very number of massed 
{iliterates,’’ epitomizes a report by a 
Special Americanization. Committee sub- 
mitted to the fifty-third annual conven- 
tion of the State Council of New Jersey, 
Junior Order of United American Me- 
chanics, which opened on the Steel Pier 
today. 

More than 500 delegates, representing 
@ membership of approximately 80,000 
are in attendance. 

The Americanization 
gserts that 24 per cent. of the entire 
Jewish population of the world is now 
centred in the United States. The city 
of Newark, the report states, has more 
aliens than the entire population of 
thirteen of the twenty-one counties of 
New Jersey. ‘‘ We must make America 
better by making better Americans, 
The melting pot has refused to melt for 
the reason that the contents of late 
have been largely dross and we have 
also filled the pot beyond capacity,” 
comments the committee, of which 
Theodore D. Gottlieb of Essex County 
is Chairman.. It approves the immigra- 
tion quota law. 

The report condemns the radical for- 
eign press, which, it is charged, is often 
disloyal. Ten histories of the. United 
States, which are enumerated, are con- 
demned as ‘‘unfair to the past, con- 
taining distortions of facts and guilty of 
libels on the great men of the past.’’

Block Goes to Trustees for 
Bondhoders Under the Re- 
organization Plan.

MINORITY OPPOSES ACTION 


Only One Bid Is Made for Part of 
Collateral Pledged for 1906 
$70,000,000 Bond Issue. 


A bid of $1,750,000 purchased 339,128 
shares of the capital stock of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Co., which were 
sold yesterday at the Federal Building 
by Special Master James R. Sheffield 
under a foreciosure decree. The bid 
Was made by Capt. Raymond D. Noyes, 
representing Grayson M. -P. Murphy, 
Frank L. Yolk and Guy E. Tripp, vot- 
ing trustees for the bondholders under 
the new re-organization plan. 

The shares of stock were pledged 


originally in 1906 under a trust agree- 
ment as part of the collateral for an 
issue of $70,000,000 bonds. Of these 
bonds $63,808,600 are now outstanding, 
and defaulted interest brings the total 
to more than $75,000,000. 

The sale was opposed by Elon Hobbs 
and others, representing some of the 
minority security holders. 

“The price accepted for the stock 
was between $5 and §$6,’"’ said Mr. 
Hobbs, ‘‘and the same stock is selling 
on the market at $30 a share. This was 
because the terms of the sale made it 
possible for only the single bid which 
Was made. It was agreed that the price 
could be paid in the Interborough 
bonds. The committee which purchased 
them was the only one possessing a 
large stock of bonds, and was able to 
fix its own price. . 

‘““The price which the stock brought 
would seem to‘destroy entirely the Inter- 
borough’s own:-valuation of’its property, 
a valuation gredter by $200,000,000 than 
that made by the Transit Commission. 
The Interborough’s own valuation is 
ridiculously high, while that of the Com- 
mission is ridiculously low. If the prop- 
erty is worth anything like the amount 
claimed by the Commission, the bonds 
are absolutely safe and there is no need 
for reckless sales of collateral on the 
worst possible market.’’ 

Mr. Hobbs made an argument along 
this line before the sale, but Special 
Master Sheffield ruled that he was 
merely executing an order of sale, and 
that minority security holders opposed 
to the proceeding had ample opportu- 
nity to present their side @f the case be- 
fore Federal Judge Mayer before the 
eale was confirmed.

DEFENDER OF ALL FAITHS. 


In today’s instalment of the ex- 
Kaiser’s memoirs we get something 
from the fountainhead about his ac- 
tivities as a patron of all religions. It 
would be more exact to say all forms 
of Christianity; his services to Islam 
are not mentioned, perhaps because 
they failed to bring the expected re- 
ward in 1914. Tne extraordinary story 
told by WiLuIAM that Pope Lro XIII., 
just before his death, said to the 
Kaiser that he.expected him to become 
“the sword of the Catholic Church ”’ 
is the most striking feature of this 
narrative. Unfortunately, it admits of 
no checking up; apparently, the two 
sovereizns were alone at the interview, 
and Leo XIII. is dead. A man 93 
years old might have used a vague 
phrase which would lend itself to exe- 
gesis by the active mind of the Ger- 
man Emperor, especially in the light 
of later events in which he had to 
figtt against ‘‘ atheistic ’’ France and 
orthodox Russia. 

The ex-Kaiser, however, tells us 
more about “ der alte Deutsche Gott.’’ 
The ancient claims of the Kings of 
Prussia to a sort of suzerainty over 
their celestial collaborator were later 
not only maintained but greatly ex- 
tended, for they were too narrow for 
modern times. The original Prussian 
idea is perhaps best exemplified by the 
famous prayer of the Old Dessausr at 
Kesselsdorf, which in altered form has 
passed into American folklore;

A POLICE JOB. 


‘* Safety Week,’’ though but begun, 
will soon be over. It will have been 
worth while, as Mr. Gary said, if but 
a single life has been saved; and it 
would appear that several lives have 
already been saved. But there is rea- 
son to expect that it will have perma- 
nent life-saving effect, for a million 
children have been learning lessons 
this week which many of them, at any 
rate, will never forget. Then the 
fact that so many lives have been 
needlessly lost has come into the pub- 
lic consciousness.

It touches the protection of 
life — more precious than property — 
and life, of the children.

By what sometimes is 
called the irony of fate, 
About CoLuMBus , has been 

a Million. since hiead death almost 
as frequent a voyager 
across the Atlantic as he was while 
alive, and, just as there has been in- 
terminable controversy as to the city 
where he was born, so there is a ques- 
tion, probably never to be settled be- 
yond dispute, in regard to the place 
where his bones now rest. In both 
matters, certainty being unattainable, 
the best must be made of high proba- 
bility. 

This gives to Genoa.the honor of be- 
ing the great discoverer's birthplace, 
and to the City of Santo Domingo that 
of possessing his scanty remains. 

Havana thought she had those re- 
mains when a coffin was removed from 
the cathedral in Santo Domingo, where 
they are known to have rested from the 
time “when they were brought back from 
Spain until the cession of Hispaniola to 
the French. That coffin, after the 
Spanish-American War, Was carried to 
Seville, and remains there, but 
careful investigators, including WILLIAM 
E. Puiuam, the American Receiver of 
Dominican Customs, have convinced 
themselves that a mistake 
when the removal to Havana occurred, 
and that the bones of CoLUMBUS are stil 
in Santo Domingo’s cathedral. The 
Dominicans all are sure of it, the Span- 
jards deny it, and there the case stands. 

Whatever the truth, it makes little 
difference as affecting the merit of the 
plan, urged by Mr. PULLIAM and others 
interested in . CoLuMBUs, to erect in 
Santo Domingo City, on the shore and 
looking south over the Caribbean, a 
great monuntent, with a tall tower car- 
rying a powerful light. That surely 
would be a suitable memorial, at a suit- 
able place, and it is hoped that every 
nation in both Americas will contribute 
by popular subscription—not Govern- 
ment grant—the money required for 
making a tomb and lighthouse worthy 
of the givers and of him whom they 
are to commemorate. 


It Will Cost 


Rumors about the Gulf 
Stream, so numerous

Suffer! the statement, credited 
by The Herald to the crew of the steam- 
ship Eastern Trader, that buckets of 
water recently dipped out of the great 
oceanic river were so hot that “a hand 
could not be dipped into it for more than 
a minute without danger of having the 
skin blistered.” 

That is a good yarn, and perhaps some 
landsmen, to the great joy of the sailors 
who told it, will believe it. Certainly it 
is no more incredible than the reporied 
displacement of the Gulf Stream by a 
railway embankment connecting some of 
the Florida Keys. 

On a par with both stories is the 
theory that our present warm weather 
has resulted from a shifting of the 
Stream closer to our coast, Slight 
changes in its position do occur every 
year under the influence of heavy winds, 
but their effect on continental tempera- 
ture is negligible.

His} 
full elective tgrm. of office had still 
about six years to run when it was 
ended by operation of law. 

I am not so familiar with the other 
facts set forth by Mr. Jessup, but, in 
the light of this misstatement, his other 
statements (except the one wherein he 
states that Mr. O’Brien ‘‘ has made an 
excellent Corporation Counsel. * * * 
He knows the laws of municipal cor- 
porations and apparently has protected 
theinterests of his client, the city, in 
matters committed to him during his 
term of office,’’) should be received with 


considerable doubt. 

It may be interesting to Mr. Jessup 
to know that Surrogate Fowler was

Training and the Parks” of Oct. 7 are 
unwarranted. Apparently they were 
written without any attention being 
given to my statement explaining what 
was proposed. There is no proposal to 
build in the parks. . There is no founda- 
tion for the statement that “it is said 
that the scheme will require the appro- 
priation of considerable money.” All that 
is preposed is that the space in the 
parks, playgrounds and armories not 
now in use during school hours be made 
available for physical training classes 
in the high schools in order that the 
students may get full time instruction. 
This plan is in operation in three high 
schools now and as soon as I was in- 
formed of that fact I undertook to see 
what arrangements might be made to 
extend this feasible and workable plan 
generally through the system. 

May I suggest that it would be well 
before commenting further upon this 
proposal that you send a reporter to the 
Prospect Park Parade Grounds, Brook- 
lyn, where 650 students of Erasmus Hall 
High School are now receiving physical 
training, and to the Eighth Coast Artil- 
lery Armory at Jerome Avenue and 
Kingsbridge Road, the Bronx, where 
2,000 boys from:+Evander Childs High 
School are getting physical training 
which otherwise they would be deprived 
of. The Girls’ High School in the Bor- 
ough of Brooklyn has been using the 
106th Regiment Armory for some years 
and on Oct. 17 will resume its use of 
the drill hall for physical training. a 

Under the circumstances I think 
you will see that you have been led into 
an unfortunate criticism of a plan in- 
formation with regard to which was al-.

He said that before the 
Kaiser left Berlin it had been agreed 
upon between him and Biilow just what 
was to be said in the speech, and its 
wording, I think, was actually put into 
writing at Berlin. The Kaiser, how- 
ever, disregarded the written speech un- 
der the emotions aroused by his landing 
at Tangier and made a speech wholly 
his own. 

That speech committed Biilow to a 
line of policy to which he was wholly 
averse. In the Reichstag he had belit- 
tled Germany’s economic interests in 
Morocco; now he had to face about and 
try to make out a case for a vigorous 
German policy there—a thing that was 
not in line with his own wishes and 
policy.

Any one who drives an automobile must 
realize that despite the maxircum of care 
on the part of chauffeurs accidents will 
occur, to a great extent due to carelessness 
of: pedestrians. Thousands of _people cross 
roadways (absent-mindedly or carelessly) 
without glancing to the right or left to avoid 
vehicles. Many absolutely refuse to use their 
eyes, but await the sounding of a horn and 
then make a frantic and sometimes fatal 
dash for safety. An automobile running 
close to the sidewalk, for instance, as 
slowly as five miles an hour, has slight 
chance of avoiding striking a person who 
abruptly steps from the curb with his back 
to the vehicle. 

It should be the duty of every one to safe- 
guard his person while crossing a_ public 
highway and to use the same degree of care 
and watchfulness which the average motor- 
ist must constantly exercise. If, instead of 
mercly citing periodically the number of 


casualties, the Highway Protective Society 
would institute a campaign of practical en- 
lightenment, emphasizing the importance of 
constant vigilance on the part of pedestri- 
ans while crossing thoroughfares, appreci- 
able results might follow.

International Questions Raised '¥ 
Mixed Force—Difference Between 
‘Martin and Minister Revealed.

WASHINGTON, QOet. 11.—The grow- 
ing importance of the political situation 
in China, in the opinion of the Govern- 
ment, is reflected in the announcement 
today that Brig. Gen. William D. Con- 
nor, who has been serving as an Assist- 
tant Chief of Staff in the War Depart- 
ment, will be sént to China to replace 
Colonel William ¥. Martin, in command 
of the American troops at Tientsin, 
consisting of two battalions of about 600 
men. This contingent constitutes part 
ef .the international force that has been 
maintained at Tientsin since the adop- 
tien of the protccols that followed the 
Boxer troubles of two decades ago. 

Another reason for a change in com- 
manding officers at Tientsin is under- 
stood to be the fact that Colonel Mar- . 
tin has had some minor difficulties with 
Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, Minister to 
China, but the primary re.*on is the fact 
that the Administration ts now con- 
vinced the interests of the United States 

will be better represented by an officer 
of higher rank than that of Colonel. 
The fact that the commanding officer 
at Tientsin has a comparatively small 
force under his command does not de- 
tract from the fact that the post is 
considered by the Administration as be- 
ing one of the very greatest importance. 

Great Britain, Japan and France have. 
contingents of troops at Tientsin, and 
humerous delicate questions arise in 
connection with the international repre- 
sentation. 

The British are accustomed to give 
their military répresentative higher 
rank than would ordinarily be war- 
ranted by the number of troops under 
his command and this makes the Brit- 
ish officer the ranking foreigr. officer 
in the Tientsin conferences. 

In addition to sending General Connor 
te the Chinese post fit is understood a 
Colonel will be assigned to take charge. 
under General Connor’s direction, of 


military affairs connected with the 
American expeditionary force. 


ADAMS REPLIES ON BONUS. 


Declares Senator Harrison’s State 
Does Nothing for Ex-Soldiers.

WASHINGTON, OGct. 11.—John TT. 
Adams, Chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, replying tonight to the 
stas@ment by Senator Pat Harrison of 
Mississippi that a Democratic Congress 
should be elected in order to “‘provide 
by legislation, justice to the American 
soldier,’’ declared that Senator Harrti- 
son’s State of Mississippi was one of 
only three ‘‘which have not done any- 
thing, even of the most petty nature, for 
their ex-service men.’’ 

‘“‘Alabama and Georgia are the two 
others,’’ said Mr. Adams. ‘‘Some Demo- 
cratic ‘solid South’ States have enacted 
trifling laws for ex-service men. Louisi- 
ana gives the American Legion the usé 
of public buildings and armories, South 
Carolina has authorized a State medal 
for her ex-service men; Arkansas has ex- 
empted American Legion property from 
State taxes. Pat Harrison’s State has 
not done even one of these small and 
inexpensive things. 

“Contrast this with the record of Re- 
publican States. Twenty of them have 
provided cash bonuses for ex-service 
men. “Seventeen give ex-service men 
preference in all civil service employ- 
ment. Twelve provide educational aid 
for ex-service men. Ten provide finan- 
cial assistance to ex-service men wish- 
ing to buy and equip farms. Fourteen 
provide State relief for needy ex-service 
men. Four provide State aid in assist- 
ing ex-service men to find work. Three 
have provisions for loaning funds to 
needy ex-service men. Twenty provide 
for the admission of ex-service men to 
State hospitals with free treatment while 
located there. 

“A stream cannot rise higher than its 
source.

What Democrats will not doin their 
wn States for the ex-service men, they 
cannot be expected to do in Congress. 
That is the record.’ 


MORE NEGROES GO NORTH. 


Centre of Black Population Moved 
Northeast in 1910-20 Decade. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Increase of 
the negro population in the Northeastern 
States caused the centre of negro popu- 
lation to take a northeasterly trend be- 
tween 1910 and 1920, for the first time 
in history, the Department of Commercs 
announced today, basing its statement 


on figures of the fourteenth census. This 
centre is in the northwest corner of 
Georgia. y 

‘The northeasterly movement between 
1910 and 1920 is due principally to the 
great increase in the negro population 
of Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Indiana and Michigan,” 
the announcement said. ‘“‘ The total in- 
crease in the negro population of the 
United States was 635,368, and it will 
be noted that the increase in the North- 
ern States mentioned was 56 per cent, 
of the total increase.” 

High wages and the expansion of cer- 
tain industries.in the North during the 
war were given as the reasons for the ~ 
movement, though it was said there 
probably had been a return South of 
many negroes since the war.*

CALL FOR ‘HOUSE CLEANING’ 


Manufacturers’ Gives Ad- 
vice—Cost of Coal Tie-Up Placed 


at Billion Dollars.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 11 (Asso- 
ciated Press).-—Warning .that another 
coal strike is inevitable by April 1, 
1923, unless certain conditions are re- 
moved, a sharp divergence of opinion be- 
tween union and non-union operators 
over labor policies, and a manufacturer 
telline the mining industry “ to organize 
its household for self-examination, self- 
expressian and self-government,"’ 
marked the third day’s session of the 
American Mining Congress, which was 
devoted to an intensive studyeof the | 
problems confronting the bituminous 
coal industry. 

A resolution was Intreduced asking 
the congress to declare as its prin- 
ciples: 

“That all disputes directly affecting 
the public interests, which may not be 


settled by mutual agreement, shall be 
determined by judicial process. 

“That any act, in combination with 
others, which would be unlawful if done 
by an individual, shall be unlawful on 
the part of all those who take part col- 
lectively and individually, al] of whom 
shall be liable to demages to the party 
injured thereby. 4 

“That every agreement, order, deter- | 
mination or conclusion by two or more 
persons which, if carried out, would 
be in restraint of trade, increase the | 
cost or restrict the production of any 
article of commerce, to public injury, 
shall be declared unlawful, and that 
each and every person, organization or | 
combination guilty should be properly 
penalized.”’ 

It also recommended that a com- 
mittee on industrial co-operation be 
created to Investigate plans to end in- 
dustrial strife, either by mediation and 
solution or arbitration. and recommend 
to the board of directors of the con- 
gress such plans as its investigation 
shall show to be advisable. 

The resolution was presented by C. E. 
Maurer of Cleveland, Ohio, Vice Presi- 
dent of the congress, coal operator and 
long a member of committees negotiating 
with the United Mine Workers, and fol- 
lowed a lengthy address in which he 
predicted that next Apri! would find tne 
coal prices as low as last April and tne 
miners’ union as firmly refusing to take 
any reduction in wages without a fight. 

The resolution will be considered by 
the congress tomorrow, it was under- 
stood. 

A telegram from Herbert Hoover, Sec- 
retary of Commerce, was read detailing 
some of the evils of the coal industry 
and suggesting that general debate of 
its problems ‘‘ will be most advantage- 
ous "' to the new coal commission. H 

‘I want to say that you can't delay | 
this thing and have John L. Lewis shut | 
down the mines, or you will lose | 
trol of your properties,’”’ Mr. Maurer 
declared, referring to the possible shut- 
down of coal mines next April. ‘* Be- 
fore next March the public must know | 
whether you are going to have a con-| 
tract or whether you are going to _re- | 
peat what you did last year, and they 
are never going to permit you to re- 

eat it.’’ 

"The recent strike in the coal industry 
caused a total loss of $1,190,.000,000, J. | 
G. Bradley of Dundon, W. Va., former 
President of the National Coal Associa- 
tion, told the Mining Congress today. 

Aceording to Mr. Bradley, the loss in 
wages by the United Mine Workers of 
America as estimated by the American 
Educational Association was $450,000,- 
000; the loss to railroads over $300,000,- 
000: the loss to the public in the cost of 
fuel $400,000,000. and the loss to the 
mine operators $40,000,000. 

“Tf every family in America were to 
pay $45 it would barely cover the loss,”’ 
Mr. Bradlev said. 

John A. Emery of Washington, counsel 
for the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, told the coal industry to 
“clean house,’’ and said that ‘‘ during 
the months of deliberately suspended pro- 
duction the spectator has seen little 
evidence of continuing unity in thought 
or action among the ostensible man- 
agers of the industry, while, on the 
other hand, he nas witnessed a solidarity 
of policy, expression and action among 
the controling miners which has suc- 
cessfully resisted not only economic ar- 
gument and official intervention but 
every appeal to impartial arbitration. 

“The average citizen sees no assur- 
ance of either economic production or 
peace. He looks in vain for any voice 
that can and will authoritatively speak 
the mind of the operator and owner. 

“Was there ever a time when public 
welfare and private interest called more 
elearly to coal management to organize 
its household for self-exa:nination, self- 
expression and self-government? Must 
it not finally face with frankness the 
state of its employment relations?” 

Mr. Maurer, touching on that part of 
the Cleveland oy py ee providing for 
an investigation by a joint committee of 
miners and operators as to the besi 
methods for forming a basic wage scale 
in the soft coal industry prior to the 
expiration of the present one on March 
31, 1923, said: 

‘“‘This committee is going to meet. It 
makes no difference: whether in order 
to arrive at a wage contract next Apri! 
you take, or attempt to take, in every 
union district or merely the old centrat 
competitive field (Western Pennsyl- 
vania,. Ohio, Indiana and Illinois) and 
have them form the basic wage, if 1 
can read the future right, you will have 
no contract on April 1. 

‘* Now, to my mind there is but one 
thing to do in the union fields. You are 
tied hand and foot to the United Mine 
Workers, you have agreed to meet with 
ao and it is your duty to meet 
them. 

“You don’t want any claims this Fall 
that you did not carry out your, agree- 
ment. But when you have-heard the 
demands of the miners and find you 
ean’t get anything better than their de- 
mands, and that the situation does not 
warrant the present wages, then it is 
time to quit and quit for good.”’

Chapter VIII. 


MY RELATIONS WITH THE 
CHURCH 


UCH has been written and said 

about my relations with the 

Church. Even when I) was still 

a Prince, and a student at 

Bonn, I realized the harmful 
Influenee of the Kulturkampf in its last 
phase. The religious rift did so much 
toward antagonism that once, for ex- 
ample, I was directly boycotted, while 
on a hunting expedition, by members of 
leading noble Rhenish- Westphalian 
families of the Rhineland belonging to 
the Ultra-Montane Party. Even as far 
back as that I resolved, in the interests 
of the national welfare, to work toward 
creating a modus vivendi such as would 
make it possible for peopl professing 
the two creeds to live peacefully with 
each other. The Kulturkampf, as such, 
had come to an end before the beginning 
of my reign. 

I strove patiently and earnestly to be 
on good terms with the Bishops, and 1 
was on very friendly terms with several. 
especially Cardinal Kopp, Archbishop 
Simar, Dr. Schulte, Prince-Bishop Ber- 
tram, Bishop Thiel, and, last but not 
least, Archbishop Faulhaber and Car- 
dinal von Hartmann. All of these were 
men far above the average and an orna- 
ment to the episcopate, who gave proof 
during the war of their patriotic devo- 
tion te Emperor and Empire. This 
shows that I had succeeded in clearing 
away the mists of the Kulturkampf and 
enabling my Catholic subjects, like 
others, to rejoice in the empire, in ac- 
cordance with the motto: suum cuique 
(to each his own). 

I was bound particularly closely all 
my life to Cardinal Kopp, Prince-Bishop 
of Breslau. He always served me loy- 
ally, so that my relationship to him 
was most trusting. Of much value to 
me was his mediation in dealings with 
the Vatican, where he stood in high 
honor, although he championed abso- 
lutely the German point of view. 


Friendship for Pope Leo XIII. 


Probably little is known by the gen- 
eral public of the friendly, trusting re- 
lationship that existed between me and 
Pope Leo XIII. A prelate who was 
close to him told me later that I had 
won the confidence of the Pope on my 
first visit by the absolute frankness 
which I showed toward him and with 
which I told him things which others 
intentionally kept from his ears. 

Receptions by the Pope were conducted 
with tremendous pomp. Swiss and Noble 
Guards, in brilliant uniforms, servants, 
chamberlains, and ecclesiastical digni- 
taries, were present in large numbers— 
a miniature representation of the might 
of the Roman Catholic Church. 


After I had traversed the courts, halls 
and drawing rooms, in which all these 
men had drrayed themselves, I seated 
myself opposite the Pope himself, in 
his little, one-windowed study. - The dis- 
tinguished gentleman, with the fine, 
noblé-featured old face, whose eyes 
gazed piercingly at his visitor, made a 
deep impression upon me. We discussed 
many timely subjects. I was greatly 
pleased that the Pope spoke apprecia- 
tively and gratefully of the position oc- 
cupied in Germany by the Catholic re- 
ligion and its adherents, adding the 
assurance that he, for his part, would 
contribute toward having the German 
Catholics yleld to no other Germans in 
love for their’fatherland and in loyalty. 

Pope Leo XIII. gave evidences of 
friendliness toward me whenever he 
could. For instance, on the occasion of 
one of mv visits to Rome, he accorded 


IGHTING KEPT UP 


@ Signal for Many Attacks 
on Free State Troopers. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 11 (Associated Press).— 
Numerous ambushes, accompanied by 
heavy bursts of firing, occurred in vari- 
ous parts of the city during last night, 
The fighting continued until dawn. No 
reports on the casualties were available. 

The trouble began when a bomb, laid 
to catch the Free State troops in Drum- 
condra, exploded. The bomb was placed 
near the Mountjoy jail, where yester- 
day's outbreak occurred. At midnight 
a bomb was dropped from the railroad 
bridge as a motor truck full of troops 
was passing. The truck caught fire, its 
gasoline tank exploding and putting the 
vehicle out of commission. Rifle fire 
was opened on the Free state troops, 
who replied with machine guns and rifle 
shots which dispersed the attackers. 

Quiet reigns in. Mountjoy jail since 
the failure of the prisoners in their at- 
tempt to escape. A medical student 
named Cooney, who was reported to 
have led the revolt, signed a statement 
today in which he said: 

‘YT accept full responsibility for every- 
thing that happened as a result of that 
attempt. That, any lives were lost oc- 
casions my most sincere regret. I have 
absolutely no grievance against the 
guards. Tney simply did their duty.’’ 

At 1 o'clock today a crowd of women, 


including many relatives of the prison- 
crs, gathered outside the gates of the 
jail with food and other articles for the 
inmates. The military guard refused to 
necept the articles. The crowd re- 
mained, some of the women weéping 
and shouting. Among them were Mrs. 
Charlotte Despard, the noted suffragist 
and agitator, ani Mme. Gonne Mac- 
Bride, both of whom had been engaged 
in a campaign against the alleged ill- 
treatment of prisoners. The mother of 
Peter Brehlin,, the Republican com- 
mandant who was killed in yesterday’s 
affray, was also present. . 


BELFAST. Oct. 11.—A party of armed 
men raided the post office at Castle- 
town, in West Meath, last evening, dis- 
mantled the telephone and telegraph 
instfuments and seized all the money. 
Later the wires were cut and the police 
barracks were blown up with bombs. 


Bar Church to Cholera Victim.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 11.—A fatal case 
of cholera is reported from the State 
of Oaxaca in Southern Mexico. The 
Sanitary Department, fearing spread of 
the disease, refused to allow a church 
funeral and ordered the clothes and fur- 
niture of the dead man burned imme- 
diately.

special audience; he sent Prince-Bishop 
Kopp as Papal Delegate on the occasion 
of the consecration by me of the portal 
which I had had added to the cathedral 
at Metz, and was so kind as to inform 
me of the naming of Archbishop Fischer 
of Cologne as Cardinal, which was done 
to celebrate that day. 

On the occasion of the Papal Jubilee 
in 1903 to celebrate the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of his accession to the 
Papacy, I sent a special mission to .con- 
vey my congratulations to the Pope, at 
the head of which was Frefherr von 
Loe, for many years intimately ac- 
quainted with him. 

Not Jong after that—and only a few 
months before his death—I paid my 
third and last visit to the Pope. Though 
he was very weak, this ninety-three- 
year-old man came up to me, holding 
both his hands outstretched. Concern- 
ing this visit, which was characterized 
by great cordiality on both sides, I im- 
mediately jotted down some notes, 
which recently came into my possession 
again. ; A 

The Pope said, among other things; 
that he could not but give his full ap- 
proval to the principles according , to 
which I governed; that he had followed 
with interest my methods of governing 
and recognized with pleasure that I had 
built up my rule on a foundation of firm 
Christianity; that such lofty religious 
principles underlay it that it behooved 
him to ask the blessing of Heaven upon 
myself, my dynasty and the German 
Empire, and to grant me his apostolic 
benediction. 

“Sword of Catholic Church.” 


It. was of interest to me that the Pope 
said to me on this occasion that Ger- 
many must become the sword of the 
Catholic Church. I remarked that the 
old Roman Empire of the German na- 
tion no longer existed and that condi- 
tions had changed. But he stuck to his 
words. 

Then the Pope went on to say that he 
must thank me once more for my un- 
flagging attention to the welfare of my 
Catholic subjects; that he had heard 
about this from so many sources that 
he was glad to tell me personally how 
grateful both he and the German Cath- 
olics were for this attention to their 
interests; that he could assure me that 
my Catholic subjects would stand by 
me, in good and bad times, with abso- 
lute fidelity. ‘‘ Ils resteront absolument 
et infailliblement fidéles.’’ (They will 
remain absolutely and infalliby faith- 
ful.) 


1 rejoiced greatly at these words of 
appreciation from such an_e exalted 
source. I answered that I considered 
it the duty of a Christian sovereign to 
care for his subjects to the best of his 
ability, irrespective of creed; that I 
could assure him that, during my reign, 
everybody could profess his religion 
without interference and fulfill his 
duties toward his ecclesiastical overlord ; 
that this was a fundamental principle 
of my life, from which I could not be 
swerved. 

Because I showed my Catholic fellow- 
countrymen from the very beginning 
that I wished to allow them complete 
freedom in the exercise of their religion, 
a quieter spirit was engendered in the 
land and the aftermath of the Kultur- 
kampf disappeared more and more. But 
I did not conceal from myself the fact 
that, despite all politeness and friend- 
liness, the prelates, with the sole ex- 
ception of Cardinal Kopp, still continued 
to look upon me as the Emperor, and 
I was compelled to take into” account 
that in the Catholic South.and West 
this idea would never quite vanish. 
Grateful acknowledgment has _ repeat- 
edly been made to me of the fact that 
the Catholics were as well off, during 
my reign, as they could possibly desire;

Major Sutton was found guilty at 1:30 
A. M. by a jury in Judge Talley’s Court 
of publishing a false statement relative 
to the value of stock in the Pacific 
Minerals & Chemicals Company, and 
thereby defrauding Mrs. William H.

After deliberating for ten and a™»half 
house the jury returned with u verdict 
of guilty. Sutton, standing at the bar, 
received the verdict in silence without 


showing any emotion. At the request 
of George Gordon Battle, his attorney, 
and with the consent of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attoirney Thomas J. Whalen, date 
for sentence was fixed by Judge Talley 
for Nov. 10. - 

After Sutton had been led across the 
Bridge of Sighs to the Tombs Prison, 
Judge Talley, turning to the jurors, 
commendéd them for their verdict. He 
also commended Mr. Battle and his as- 
sociates in the defense, as well as 
Mr. Whalen, for the ‘‘ lawyer-like man- 
ner, free from acrimony("’ in which they 
had conducted the trial. . 

Judge Talley told the jurors it was 
his personal opinion that their verdict 
was amply justified by the evidence. 
‘“‘It may interest you to know that this 
is the first conviction, so far as I am 
aware, under a law which was passed 
in 1914," he said. ‘‘It is one of the 
most important laws in dealing with 
crime today. Millions of cellars are 
being stolen from women ‘ike Mrs. 
Arnold in this city by means of false 
prospectuses, 

‘‘T asked Mrs. Arnold today how much 
money shé had lost through the de- 
fendants mentioned in this case and she 
informed me that the amount totaled 
$27,000. Lindsay, who was a_ witness 
in this case, got over $300,000 from one 
woman, Mrs. Duke alone, and other 
women not of the type of Mrs. Arnold 
or Mrs. Duke, but women you would 
scarcely suspect had ever heard of Wall 
Street, have lost thousands of dollars 
through just this kind of misrepresenta- 
tion. By your verdict you have sent out 
word that. some attention at least is 
being paid to this type of crime.”

attitude of the Church on mixed mar- 
riages,-and that of the Centrist Party in 
politics, were certainly a sign that the 
anti-heretical tendency still lived be- 
neath the peaceful surface. 

This made all the more intense my de- 
sire for thé firm union of the Protestant 
Churches—first, in Prussia, then in Ger- 
many, finally, in all Europe. My en- 
deavors, in conjunction with ‘the Chief 
Ecclesiastical Councilor, the General Su- 
perintendent, and so on, to find means of 
effecting this union, were most earnest. 
I\hailed the Eisenach Conference with 
joy and followed its proceedings with in- 
terest. I assembled all the General Su- 
perintendents for the consecration of the 
Church at Jerusalem and also was able 
to greet. invited deputations from 
Sweden, Norway and so forth; and I did 
likewise on the occasion of the conse- 
cration of the Berlin Cathedral, where, 
among many other deputations, the 
Church of England was represented by 
the Bishop of Ripon (W. Boyd-Carpen- 
ter), the pastor of Queen Victoria of 
England, equally prominent as a writer 
and preacher. 

Whenever possible, I worked toward 
compromise, closer relations and union, 
yet nothing definite resulted. Though 
church union in Prussia has been a suc- 
cess, Lutherans and Reformists kept 
apart in other sections of the Father- 
land. Many local rulers kept sharp 
watch over their rights in relation to 
religion and, owing to this, were hostile 
to a closer uniun of the different creeds 
within their territory. Therefore, despite 
my endeavors, the German Protestant 
Church was not able to unite and make 
common cause against the’ elements 
hostile to it. Only through the emer- 
gency brought on by the revolution was 
this made possible. On Ascension Day, 
1922, to my great joy, the ‘‘ German 
Evangelical Church Union “” was solemn- 
ly formed at the Schloss Church at Wit- 
tenberg. 


Dr. Dryander’s Influence, 


During the first years of my military 
service at Potsdam I had felt deeply the 
inadequacy of the sermons, whith often 


paid too little attention to the person of 
Christ. In Bonn I became acquainted 
with Dr. Dryander, who made an im- 
pression on me lasting throughout my 
life. His sermons were free from 
dogma, the person of Christ was their 
pivotal point, and ‘‘ practical Chris- 
tianity "’ 
ground, 

Later I brought him to Berlin and soon 
had him appointed to a _ post at 
Cathedral and in my palace. Dryander 
was by my side for years, until long 
after the 9th of November, 
close to me spiritually, and bringing to 
me spiritual consolation. We often talked 
on religious matters and thrashed out 
thoroughly the tasks and the future of 
the Protestant Church. The views of 
Dryander—mild, yet powerful, clear and 
of truly evangelical strength—made of 
him a pillar and an ornament of his 
church, and a faithful co-worker 
the Xmperor, 
bound, in the interests of the Church 
and its development. 

Since the 9th of November, Dr. Dry- 
ander also has been exposed to persecu- 
tions, but he has

When I conferred with him as to

In mediaeval times the 
order always stood well with the Ger- 
|man Emperors, of whom scarcely one 
| failed to visit, in connection with his 
|journeys to Rome, the magnificently 
| situated Monte Cassino. When the 
| Benedictine monks asked permission to 
establish a settlement on the Rhine I 
had the splendid Romanesque abbey of 
|Maria Laach—unused at the time— 
The order, which

Recent. dispatches from Tokio re- 
ported that Dieterichs and his army 
had been badly beaten and were re- 
treating before the onslaught of the 
Soviet troops. The Viadivostok defend- 
ers were said to have been short of 
rifles, although plentifully supplied with 
ammunition. Soviet cavalry was at- 
tempting to cut the line of communica- 
tion between Vladivostok and_ Nikols- 
koye, sixty miles northwest of Vladi- 
vostok,

Purposes of Proposed Associa-| 


tion of Men in Organized 
Baseball Become Known. _ 


TEXT OF PLEDGE REVEALED 


Letter Sent Broadcast Urging Play- 


ers to Join at Once—General 
_ Strike In Spring Foreseen. 


Baseball players of the United States, 
| in both major and minor leagues, are be- 
ing circularized, so it became known 
yesterday, by the organization launched 
last August and headed by Raymond 
J. Cannon, a lawyer of Milwaukee, in a 
determined effort to procure the neces- 
sary stréngth in numbers to make the 
association a vital factor in the conduct 
of organized baseball. This organiza- 
tion, the definite purpose of which was 
more or less obscure until this time, 
seeks to band together all professional 
players, to further their own interests 
as against the club owners, 

The text of the letter, which was 
mailed to the players on Aug. 26 and 
the phraseology of which became pub- 
licly known for the first time yesterday, 
is as follows: 


Dear Sir: I have been requested by a 
greatnumber of minor and major league 
ball players to form an association of 
professional baseball players who are 
connected with organized baseball in 
the United States. The purpose of the 
formation of this organization is to 
have the players deal as a unit with 
the club ownérs. There are a great 
many unfair advantages that the club 
Owners are taking of the ball players 
in organized baseball that must be 
remedied immediately. This matter 
has been discussed thoroughly by a 
great many ball players of long expe- 
rience, and the sentiment is strongly 
in favor of an organization. The great 
benefits derived from an organization 
Such as the one proposed will be im- 
mediately realized by the players.

The association will need proper of- 
ficers and a board of trustees, and in 
order to obtain them it will be neces- 
sary for you to write a letter, pro- 
posing the names of a number of play- 
ers who would be men of suitable 
ability, initiative and strength of 
character to be proper officers of the 
association, and when you have done 
this the names of all the men will be 
placed on a ballot and sent you for 
nomination. 

Remember that the officers of this 
organization are to be elected by the 
members, and the constitution and by- 
laws of the association are to be pro- 
posed -by the members themselves. 
The dues in my opinion will be very 
small, and when they are paid in will 
be paid direct to the Treasurer of the 
association, who is elected by you.

Text of Membership Pledge. 


The membership pledge which, it is 
understood, was sent to virtually every 
player in the country, follows: 

I, the undersigned, a professional 
ball player and a member of, Orga- 
nized Baseball, hereby pledge myself 
to join an association of professional 
baseball players, to be formed and to 
be limited in membership to profes- 
sional baseball players actually play- 
ing ball in Organized Baseball in the 
United States of America, and I re- 
quest and agree that a referendum 
ballot be sent out to all those who 
pledge themgelves to become members, 
to elect officers and a oard of 
trustees, and another’ referendum bal- 
lot to vote upon a proposed constitu- 
tion and by-laws for the association. 
Following this disclosure conjecture 

was rife in baseball circles in this city. 
The prevailing impression seemed to be 
that a baseball strike was in the offing 
which probably would be brought to a 
head with the issuance of the contracts 
for 1923 soon: after the first of the 
year. It was reported that the players 
who have already affiliated themselves 
with the organization have been re- 
quested not to sign contracts for next 
season until advised to do so by of- 
ficers of the association who are yet to 
be elected. This report, however, could 
not be confirmed. 

If such a request has been circulated 
broadcast among the members, some 
baseball men argued that it would pre- 
cipitate a general strike and a war be- 
tween the owners and the players that 
undoubtedly would be fought to a finish. 

Efforts to communicate with John A, 
Heydler, President of the National 
League; Charles A. Stoneham, Presi- 
dent of the Giants; John J. McGraw, 
Manager of the Giants and Colonels 
Ruppert and Huston, owners of the Yan- 
kees, were futile. Edward Barrow busi- 
ness manager of the Yankees, declared 
that so far as he/knows none of the 
Yankee players members of the 
organization; in fact} he said that he did 
not know that any of them had been 
approached. He expressed the belief 
that so far the association is a National 
League affair as regards the big 
leagues. 

Charles H. Ebbets, President of the 
Brooklyn Baseball Club, did not mince 
words in expressing his opposition to 
the organization if its sole purpose is 
to try to furce the club owners to meet 
thé salary demands of the players. 

** I will not be black-jJacked into meet- 
ing unreasonable demands by my play- 
ers.’’ said Ebbets. ‘If they go on strike 
next Spring I will fight them with every 
means at my command. I know that 
the club owners have been very fair to 
the players. I know they. have no just 
grievances. I can cite an example of 
how club owners reward merit. This 
year a certain player on the Brooklyn 
Club received $2,800. I. offered him a 
contract oe for $4,500 next season. 
He has thus far declined to sign, de- 
‘manding that I pay him $5,000 next 
year.”’ ! 


Owners Await Developments. 


Whether the club owners of the Na- 
tional and American Leagues formally 
have taken any cognizance of the exist- 
ence of the organization could not be as- 
certained, but some who asserted they 
were in a position to know the feeling 
of the club owners said that the pre- 
vailing sentiment among them seemed to 
be that the time is not yet ripe for offi- 
cial action in such a direction. Evi- 
dently the owners are determined to 
learn first Just what the purpose of the 
association is and,to what extent its 
aims and policies are to be prosecuted. 

Just what the initiation fee and annual 
dues are to'be are not known for.a cer- 
tainty, but it was reported that the init- 
iation fee would be about $5 and the

Sale of Argentine Mounts at 
East Williston, L. I. 


AVERAGE REACHES $3,570 


Pura Brings Highest Amount, $7,500, 
John Sanford Being Purchaser 
—$7,000 for Vibora. 


Special to The New York Times, 

EAST WILLISTON, L. L, Oct. 11.— 
All records for the sale of polo ponies 
by auction, both as regards the top price 
for an individual and the average for 
the lot, in this or any other country, 
were broken this afternoon at the dis- 
persal of the string of mounts of the 
members of the team representing the 
Argentine Polo Federation in the re- 
cent international tournaments in this 
country. 

John Sanford, father of Stephen (Lad- 
die) Sanford, No. 1 on the Eastcott 
Anglo-American team, paid top price of 
$7,500 for the five-year-old chestnut 
mare Pura from the consignment of 
John B. Miles. Seventeen head were 
disposed of, out of twenty to come under 
the hammer, for a total of $60,700, an 
average of $3,570. 


The leading polo players of the East 
gathered at Post’s polo field, many of 


them accompanied by their wives, so 
that it was a social as well as a sport- 
ing event, and at 3 o'clock, the hour set 
for the sale, some four or five hundred 
persons were seated in the huge tent 
beneath which the sale took place, or 
were strolling about the field for a last 
glimpse of the mounts that scon were 
te go under the hammer. 

Among the many polo players noted 
in the crowd were Malcolm Stevenson, 
Quincy A. Shaw 2d, Howard Phipps, 
Elliott C. Bacon, F. Ambrose Clark, W. 
Seward Carey, Thomas Eastman, Major 
Louis Beard, No. 2 on the Army team 
that won the junior championship of the 
Polo Association; Harry Payne Whit- 


ney, H. C. Phipps, Devereux Milburn, 
Louis E. Stoddard, Chairman of the 
Polo Association; Earle W. Hopping, 
John Sanford, Stephen Sanford, J. A. 
B. Trench, No. 2 of the All-Ireland 
team; David B. Miles, John B. Miles, 
Jack Nelson, Luis ‘Nelson and Lewis L. 
Lacey of the Argentine team; F. Skiddy 
von Stade, Thomas Hitchcock Jr., W. 
Goadby Loew, James C. Cooley, Arthur

Extravagant Bids Made. 


Twenty of the Argentine mounts were 
listed in the catalogue and seventeen 
were sold. Those that were desired by 
leading American players for their indi- 
vidual mounts during the next playing 


season and for the United States team 
in defense of the International Polo 
Challenge Cup in 1924 were the ob- 
jects of extravagant bidding, in which 
the bids jumped a thousand dollars at a 
time, until polo men present were as- 
tounded at the prices. 

Those that did not prove attractive 
could not be sold at any price. Two- 
were retired without a bid—Lewis 
Lacey’s black gelding Bonita and Jack 
| Nelson’s chestnut gelding Pepito. No- 
| body would offer even $100 for-them. 
Nelson’s brown mare Agulla, which 
won first prize last vear for being the 
best playing pony in the Argentine, was 
held at a reserve price of $2,500, and 
the first and only bid was $1,000, follow- 
ing which the mare was withdrawn. 

If anybody expected to pick up a pony 
for a song he was disabused of this 
idea when the first number was offered 
by Auctioneer George A. Bain. This 
was the bay gelding Vibora, eight years 
old, a lightweight pony and a show 
winner in the Argentine and in England 
The very first bid was $2,500, and he 
was quickly run up to $7,000, at which 
price he went to Fred H. Post. It is 
not unlikely that the pony will appear 
next year in Louis Stoddard’s string 
and be one of the United States ponies 
against England in 1924. 

Vibora remained top price until late 
{n the afternoon, when Pura was brought 
into the tent for inspection. She also 
was started at $2,500 and was the me- 
dium of the fastest bidding of the 
afternoon, in which John Sanford and 
F. Ambrose Clark were the leading con- 
tenders. Polo players hardly could be- 
lieve their ears “when she was knocked 
down to Mr. Sanford for the record 
price of $7,500. 


Plumita Brings $5,800. 


The next highest price of the afternoon 
was brought by the seven-year-old bay 
mare Plumita, by Collar Stud, played 
for three seasons. She was knocked down 
to F. Ambrose Clark for $5,800, after 
spirited bidding. Collar Stud, by the 
way, was the son of the famous English 


sire Collar, was unbeaten in the Eng- 
lish show ring and was imported to the 
Argentine at a big price as a sire of polo 
ponies, since which time he has been 
one of the greatest 
sires standing in South America. Three 
others by the same sire were sold. To- 
tora brought $3,500, Nena $4,700 and 
|Gargantilla $5,000. 

The lowest price for any of the South 
; American string was paid by James 
{C. Cooley for Lewis Lacey’ bay geld- 
‘ing San Marcos, which, starting at $250, 
was sold for $700, the same amount be- 
ing paid by Earle W. Hopping for Da- 
vid Miles’s gray gelding Silver Ring, 
which was not played in this eountry. 
The ten-year-old son of Pillo was a bat- 
tle-scarred veteran of which the Ameri- 
can players fought shy. The only other 
offering that did not bring four figures 
was David Miles’s chestnut gelding Pi- 
chiucha, which was bought by T. S. 
Field for $900. 

After the Argentine ponies had been 
disposed of, two owned by Stephen San- 
ford -were offered. T. S. Field bought 
the chestnut mare Queenie for $300 and 
Arthur Cooley bid the chestnut geld- 
ing Reindeer up to $450.

Runs 5'4 Furlongs in 1:06 1-5— 
Thornhedge Takes the Salisbury 
Purse in Blanket Finish. 


Miss Star, the Riviera Stable’s fina 
filly, clinched a high rating among the 
two-year-olds of 1922 when she took 
into camp yesterday at Jamaica about 
as fine a field of youngsters of her age 
and sex as has paraded this season, The 
Hiawatha Handicap, a test at five_and 
a half furlongs, was the event in which 
the fleet daughter of Hesperus gave the 
greatest performance thus far of her 
brief racing career and, incidentally, 
caused many critica] observers to ac- 
cord her a position at the very peak of 
the year’s two-year-old fillies. 

Back of Miss Star, beaten only half a 
length, came August Belmont’s Amuse- 
iment, the only one of the eight beaten 
horses which was able to make a race 


of it with the winner in the muddy 
going that prevailed. Antusement’s 
stable companion, How Fair, took the 
short end of the money, eight lengths 
behind the real contender. Far back 
and beaten off were such noted young- 
sters as Hdict, Suweep, Best Love, Un- 
tidy, Equinoctia and Gadfly. 

In achieving this triumph Miss Star 
carried the burden of 118 pounds, . re- 
ceiving eight pounds from the Rancocas 
Stable’s Kdict and beating the latter by 
fifteen lengths or more. ‘The victor ran 
the distance in the remarkable time of 
1:061-5 over a track fetlock deep in 
mud, clipping one-fifth of a second from 
the record for the fixture set by Ten-Lee 
in 1920. The winner’s share of the 
money was $3,450. 

Miss Star’was a bit slow to break, but 
Thomas soon took her out to hook it up 
with Amusement, well ahead of the rest 
of the contestants. The thrilling duel 
between the pair continued after the 
bend into the stretch had been passed, 
and it was not until the finish loomed 
up a sixteenth away that Miss Star, re- 
sponding to the mere _ shaking of 
Thomas's whip without feeling its sting, 
forged to the fore to settle the issue 
and win by part of a length. How Fair 
came along just in time. to oust Suweep 
from third place by a head. 


Miss Star Held at 7 to 1. 


Miss Star was held at the remunera- 
tive odds of 7 to 1 at the close of the 
speculation on the race, having receded 
a point from the opening quotation. The 
Runcocas Stable’s pair, Edict and Su- 


weep, were the public choice at 3 to 2, 
while Amusement and How Fair, the 
Belmont entry, were backed from 4 to 1 
down to threes. 

One of the best ae of the meet- 
ing to date was witnessed in the Salis- 
bury Purse, a claiming race for the 
older horses. At the close of the jour- 
ney of a mile and a furling, C. K. 
Moore's Thornhedge, Edward Arling- 
ton’s Lord Herbert and P. S. P. Ran- 
dolph’s Sea Mint swept down to ibe 
wire in a battling group. In the last 
dozen strides Thornhedge drew out to 
win by a fraction of a length, while Lord 
Herbert outgamed Sea Mint for the 
place. 

Sea Mint had the early foot and made 
the pace from the barrier into the 
stretch, with Service Star and* Thorn- 
hedge leading the pursuit.

Acting on motion of George J. Ryan, 

1 President of the Board of Education, 
who said that although there was a 
smaller registration of school children 
io and more schools this year than last, 
| thére had been af incréase in the num- 
i ber of pupils on part time, thé board 
yesterday adopted a reésdlition calling 
on the Superintendent of Sehools and 
the Board of Superintendents to investi- 
gate the matter and report to the Presi- 

dent of the board. 

Mr. Ryan said that an investigation 
made by himself under authority con- 
ferred by the Board of Education, dis- 
closed the following facts: 

“That the opening of new schodl 
buildings has not resulted in the reé- 
duction of part time to thé dégree esti- 
mated in our building program. 

“That the complété use of sittings 
at present available is not being made. 

“ Districts ih Which the number of 
pupils has decreased since Septembér, 
1921, report this September a _ sub- 
stantial increase in part tinie. 

**Disrtics in which the registration 
has increased report an increase in par 
time far in excess of the nuniber o 
pupils added, alloWwihg an increase of 
two part- time pupils for each pupil reg- 
istered in excess of the September, 1921, 
enroliment. 

‘* Schools -with fewer pupils this Fall 
than in Septemiber, 1921, have reported 
more children on part time. 

‘Schools that have increased in reg- 
istration have reported a \disproportion- 
ate increase in part time.’’ 

Mr. Ryan then took up a number of 
rs ecific cases of schools all over the 

city, citing conditi6is ih é&ch distridt. 
‘“‘T am confident that the professional 
staff of this department when its at- 
tention has been called to this serious 
situation,’’ he said, ‘“‘ will be able quick- 
ly to devise a way t6 insure the maxi- 
mum use of available facilities, for, 
with the extraordinary increase in the 
number of pupils crowding into our 
schools, it is essential that the fullést 
ube be made of available sittings. 

“Jt is apparent from the study I 
Have made of the September statisties 
that there is a situation existing in the 
administration of particular schools and 
of school districts that should receive 
the immediate and careful consideration 
of the professional staff 

“The condition disclosed in_ this 
study apparently is not new. An ékam- 
ination of the figures for 1919, and @ 
comparison of them with those for this 
Fall, reveal conditions that present fur+ 
ther evidence of the need for a study 

, Of part timé. Public School 158, with a 
. register of 4,502 in October, 1919, had 
no pupils on part time, but now with 
4,815 childteh on register it has 2,330 


on part time. 

**In The Bronx, Public School 10, 
with 3,092 children in October, 1919, 
housed them all on full time, but this 
Fall with their register of 2, 768, which 
is 324 less than in_1919, it has 529 pupils 
on part timé. Publié School 37 has 
decreased its register 109, but part time 
has increased 450. In Manhattan, Pub- 
lic School 85, which had all. of its 2,045 
children on full time in October, 1919 
reports a register this Sony of 2,052, and 
1,834 of them on pare tim 

**Tt must be plain that, with all the 
millions being expended in constructing 
new schools, it is not going to be possi- 
ny to reduce part time substantially if 

sting facilities are used Im such a 
w y that part time does not decrease 
when there is substantial reduction in 
the number of pupils enrolled in par- 
ticular schools or districts, or, on thé 
other hand, increases far beyond the 
increase in the number of pupils regis- 
tered.’’ 

Answering questions raised by Presi- 
dent Ryan last week régarding whether 
pupils on double sessions in the high 
echools actually tose any fnstruction, 
Superintendent Ettinger informed the 
board that the 66,000 double-session 
pupils in the high schools lose an aggre- 
gate of nearly ‘500, 000 pupil periods per 
pene or an average of 7% periods per 
pupil. 


WANTS NAME AS CRIMINAL. 


Convict Seeks Brand of Professional 
to Reduce His Sentence.

OSSINING, N. Y., Oct. 11.—In his en- 
‘déavor to have the courts brand him a 
professional criminal instead of an 
amateur, Montague K. Montague, 26, 
who has been in Sing Sing three months 
on a forgery charge, was taken out on 
a court order today to go before Judge 
Johnstone in the Court of General Ses- 
sions, Manhattan. 

Montague was sent up as a first of- 
fender for from two and one-half to 
five years. He maintains that he 
is a second offender, which would put 
him in the professional class. There- 
fore, he maintains, he could not legally 
receive an indeterminate sentence, but 
should have received a flat sentence. 
Under a flat sentence a prisoner re- 
ectives both compensation ang commu- 
tation deductions from his ter Under 
an indeterminate sentence he gets only 
compensation. 

Montague is angling for a flat sen- 
tehce of. two and one-half ‘years instead 
of a minimum of that length. If he car- 
ries his point he will save. four months 
of penal servitude.

Every year about this date, the ques- 
tion of frost in the cotton belt becomes 
an important market factor. This sea- 
son it is attracting no attention as the 
crop is sb far advanced there is little 
cotton left growing. The weekly weath- 
er report stated that picking was about 
completed in Texas, except in a few 
localities in the northern. part of that 
State. <A similar condition exists in 
Georgia, with picking nearing comple- 
tion in other States. It is most unusual 
to have so large a percentage of the 
crop gathered by the middle of October. 
This évidence of rapid picking had a 
steadying influence on the market, with 
recoveries following each slight setback. 
Several times December recovered above

COAL SHIPMENTS LARGER 


Biggest During Any One Week 
Since the Strike Began 
on April 1. 


Car loadings for the week ended Sep- 
tember 30 totaled 998,381, an increase of 
15,090 cars as compared with the pre- 
ceding week. As compared with the 
total for the corresponding week of 1921 
the Sept. 30 statement represented an 
increase of 83,550 cars, but was 3,902 
cars le3’s than the corresponding week 
of 1920. 

In the analy sis prepared by the Car 
Service Division of the American Rail- 
way Association it was shown that the 
Sept. 30 figure was within 3 per cent. of 
the record loading in the history of 
American railroads, which took place 
during the week of Oct. 15, 1920. It 
was also the largest number loaded dur- 
ing any week since Oct. 22, two years 
ago, when the total was 1,008,818 cars. 

Coal loadings for the week ended Sept. 
30 amounted to 189,349 cars, an -in- 
crease of 1,453 over the week before. 
This was the largest number of coal 
|cars loaded during any one week since 
the miners’ strike began on April 1 and 
exceeded the same week of 1921 by 
8,995 cars. Compared: with the same 
| week in.1920, however, it was a decrease 
of 20,549 cars. 

Loadings of merchandise and miscel- 
laneous freight stood at 589,098 cars, 
| 10,089 in ®&xcess of the week before, and 
36,735 cars over the corresponding week 
}of 1921.

‘Improve Mechanism cf Industry, 
"Irving National Bank President 
Tells Publishers. 


Work rather than legislation will 
make for business prosperity, accord- 
ing to Lewis E. Pierson, President of 
the, Irving National Bank and of the 
Merchants’ Association, who spoke on 
“Stabilizing Business” yesterday eat the 
seventeenth annual convention of the 
Associated - Business’ Papers,.

‘‘Wé must admit that motion pictures 
are still entirely too cheap and mawk- 
ish, but they have advanced from the 
impossible melodramas of their earlier 
period. Nobody ever was harmed by 
melodrama because nobody ever took it 
seriously. 

‘““The drama must come straight from 
the heart of the peopie. Burope cor- 
sifers the drama as a fine art which 
ecnsists not only in writing plays, but 
in producing them. Some producers re- 
fuse to admit that the author knows 
anything about the play. Many dramatic 
critics know next to nothing about what 
g0es into the production of a play. Too 
many actors are picked because of their 
looks. Personality actors are the curse 
of the American stage. 

“You cannot have sound and moral 
citizens unless you have physical fit- 
ness,’’ was the declaration of former 
Governor Martin G. Brumbaugh of 
Pennsylvania, 

“* Seventy-one per cent. of all the crim- 
inals now confined in institutions 
throughout the United States are of 
juvenile age,’’ he said. ‘* This startling 
condition is due to the lack of proper 
physical training of children while they 
are attending school.

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GLOUCESTER READY 
FOR RACES TODAY 


Enthusiasts Pray for a Gale to 
Make the Elimination Run a 
True Test of the Craft.

4 ENTRANTS IN THE WATER) 


The Henry Ford and the Elizabeth' 
Howard Are Favored to Win the 
Right to Race the Bluenose. 


Special to The New York Times. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 11.—There 
is but one question agitating the town | 
of Gloucester tonight, and that is 
whether the fog which drove in from | 
sea three days ago before the northeast 
wind will clear away tomorrow, when it 
is planned to hold the first of the elimi- 
nation races to determine a challenger 
for the international fishermen’s 
trophy, emblematic /of the fishermen’s 
championship of the North Atlantic, and 
now held by \the Canadians, 

All day the wind has been hauling 
gradually, and at sunset it was coming 
from the southwest, thinning the fog 
to a considerable degree, but not by 
any means driving it clean away. If 
the wind runs true to form, as estab- 
lished by local generations of experi- 
ence, it should get into the northwest 
quarter before the race is scheduled to 
start. A northwester not only would 
clear the ocean of the last wisp of mist, 
but, if it follows precedent, it should 
be of a strength to fill the contenders 
sails and make the very sort of test 
which is desired, 

But there are some experts here who 
fear that a disappointment is in store. 
These prophets point to the barometer, 
and say that the glass has not gone 
low enough to make a northwester 4 
surety. It may be said truthfully, 
therefore, that tonight all Gloucester is 
ew breathlessly on every breath of 
wind. 

All four of the fishing schooners which 
are entered for the trials are. in the 
water tonight. the Elizabeth Howard be- 
ing the lagt to go off the marine rail- 
way. Thé Elizabeth Howard, although 
sailing out of Gloucester. is of New York 


| registry, her owner being William |W. 


Howard of that city. She is second to 
the Henry Ford in over-all length, and 
the general prediction is that the honor 
of racing the Canadian defender, the 
Bluenose, out of Lunenburg, lies between 
these two craft. 

The New York schooner, which was 
built. at East Boothbay in. 1916, is 119 
feet 6 inches registered length, of 25 feet 
beam, with a draft of 11 feet 4 inches. 
She will be under the command of Cap- 
tain Benjamin Pine. 

The Henry Ford is the entrant most 
heavily backed by local enthuslasts who 
put up real dollars in support of their 
opinions. This schooner, which is the 
only one of the quartet registered from 
this port, was built at Essex, Mass., last 
Spring. In Yaunching, the two-master 
went on a sand bar, and for several days 
it was feared she would prove a total 
loss. She was eventually hauled off, 
however, her hull carefully gone over 
and sent to Georges Bank for the Sum- 
mer fishing. 

She has not given any nidication of 
weakness as the result of the mishap, 


frankly today that she probably was 
slower than she would have been but for 
the days on the bar. The strengthening 
of the hull, which had been made neceés- 
sary by the pounding it had undergone, 
stiffened the whole vessel and he feared 
that this loss of elasticity would cut 
down the ship’s speed. The registered 
length of the Henry Ford is 122 feet 1 
inch, her beam 26 feet 12 inches, and 
her dreft 12 feet. 

Both the Elizabeth Howard and the 
Henry Ford are of the same net ton- 
nage, namely, 90 tons, but‘in gross ton- 
nage they differ considerably. The 
Ford’s gross.is just over 155 tons and

The two other schooners which will 
cross the line in the elimination series 
are the L. A. Dunton and the Yankee, 
both out of Boston. The Dunton, Cap- 
tain Felix Hogan skipper and owner, was 
built at Essex last year. She is the 
smallest of the four craft, her regis- 
tered length being but three inches over 
104 feet. Shé is 25 feet in the beam, 
and 11 feet G.ifiches draft. Her gross 
tonnage is 138Ftons and her net 94 tons. 
The Yankee, Captain Michael Brophy 
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skipper and owner, was likewise a prod- 
uct of the Essex yards last year. With 
a gross tonnage of slightly over 148 and 
an even 96 net, she has an over-all 
le of 115% feet,-is 25 feet 5 inches 
of beam and a depth of 11% feet. | 

From these ‘statistics it will be seen 
that although all of the entrants are 
of the samé type, there is at the same 
time enough fundamental difference to 
make their relative performances high- 
ly problematical, despite. the general as- 
sumption that the Henry Ford is en- 
titled to the ‘post position of odds-on 
favorite. pt 

The Elizabeth Howard is a sea horse 
of especially <dark hue for, the reason 
that she has undergone a change of 
rig. The New York vessel, which was 
built for the fish-carrying trade and 
not as’a seiner, has been sailed under 
a knockabout rig. As it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that she could not com- 
ete on even terms against vessels hav- 
ng a greater spread of headsails, she 
was today fitted with a 14-foot bow- 
sprit. What remains to be seen is 
whether this will increase her speed, 
or whether the long forward spar, 
bringing the pull of her jib and jib- 
topsail forward of the forefoot, will de- 
stroy the ship’s balance, 

The elimination races will be sailed 
over a course to total forty miles, 
which is the distance to be sailed in 
the challenge races. The course as laid 
by the race committee is something 
of a departure from the conventiona! 
triangle in that a triangle forms only 
part of the entire course. The first 
five miles out and the last five back 
will be sailed over an _ alongshore 
straightaway. This clever innovation 
was hit upon as a means to give those 
spectators who will come to Gloucester 
in motorcars—and from indications only 
rain will prevent the number from 
reaching several thousands—a chance to 
witness the starts and finishes at close 
range.

from whatever quarter the wind blows, 
_there will be no change. 

The starting gun tomorrow morning 
will be fired at 10 o'clock, unless calm 
and fog compel a postponement. It 
would be wide of the mark to employ 
the phrase “‘ Wind and weather permit- 
ting ’’ in connection with the fisher- 
men’s race. Wind and weather are what 
the skippers and hands are imploring 
the skies to grant. They even talk of 
desiring ninety-mile gales, although this 
is probably to be taken with some of 
the salt used on the fish. - What they 
do want is most of the wind over the 
quarter, wind with plenty of weight 
behind it, so that they can “ crack on’ 
to the point of carrying away gear—and 
woe to the skipper whose rigging cannot 
stand the strain or whose spars are not 
of the stoutest timber. 

Devotees of the sport of yam racing 
are likely to miss some of the finesse 
of that game in this perhaps hardier 
pastime of the fish killers. For instance, 
only working canvas may be carried. 
There is to be no such thing as the 
club topsail, lifted on its tapering sprit 
far above the truck. Competing craft 
are limited to the ordinary eight sails 
earried by fishing vessels, namely, 
mainsail, foresail, ‘‘ jumbo,’’ -or_ fore- 
staysail; jib, jibtopsail, main and fore 
gaff topsails, and the well-known “‘ fish- 
erman’s staysail.”’

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Ort. 11.—The 


Marshal Foch, the Gloucester auxiliary | 
fishing schooner reported today as 
wrecked on Sable Island, with several 
members of the crew missing, was built 
in Essex three years ago and is, owned 
by the Gorton-Pew Fisheries Company. 
She was on her second trip of the season 
after halibut when she brought up on 
the graveyard of the Atlantic, where the 
bones of two fellow-fishermen from 
Gloucester, wrecked in the last two 
years, now lie bleaching. The Esperan- 
to, winner of the first international fish- 
ermen’s race, and the Puritan, built as 
a contender for the International Cup, 
were the ill-fated schooners who pre- 
ceded her to the treacherous island of 
shifting sand. 

According to records here the crew was

| ported as saved were listed as members 
of the crew on records here.
